ROBINSON AGREES. 


Harrison S. Roblnpon, president of the 


Oakland civil servk-o commission, gave 
his erdorsement to t'te plan. 
He said: 


"I heartily agree with Mr. Requa and 


others who have spoken favorably of this 
plan nf davotlng time and study to the 
business of formulating a new charter. 
1 know that what • Professor Reed said 
about the way chartei-s are made is cor- 
rect, for I was a member of the board 
of freeholders which framed the Oakland 
charter, and I know that the work can- 
not be done efficiently as we tried to 
do it. 


"Under the law froverntns this matter 


a board of freeholders to be elected by 
the county must frame and present signed 
and delivered a charter within a period 
of 120 days. 
We had 90 days to frame 
tio Oakland city charter and from any 
experience I state that it It absolutely 
Impossible to vret up a document satis- 
factory to anybody in t'.iat time. 


"The only way to do It Is by Just 


such a plan as you have before you. You 
must canvass the. f.-xct.s look over tlic 
actual field, inv<vstipatc the local neeilH 
and 
fallings and search out remedies 


from the experience of others. You can- 
not e.xpoct It to bo humanly possible 
for any board to accomplish this end in 
the time allowed. 


"Nothing can be worth while which Is 


not planned to work in the everyday 
world day by day in the Individual com- 
munity, and It Is well that the Intimate 
connection would be preserved between 
the officers In each commurlty and thn 
people and the board of experts. 
The 


officials representing the people In tho 
Ir.dlvldunl communities should have In- 
timato knowledge of t'.ie needs of the 
people and of the working of the de- 
partments. 
This Is about as necessary 


as that of expert sen-Ice. 


"I deem it extremely Important that 


those officers who are In a position to 
know the needs of tho people shculd be 
trade to reallz* that their co-operation 
ard sympathy Is desired.

With, her .228.000 inhabitants and 
a petty military establishment, it is inconceivable that Monte- 
negro should fee! able to go to war with Turkey alone. 


It is clear that this i? a v:av of ."/.r^n'ssiT.. Desire to add to 


their territories has prompted ;:!! four . of the Balkan powers 
leaccueo' Together againsi Ti:rkey \<> oilier into the coalition. As 
a pretext they have demanded autonomy for Albania, Macedonia 
and old Servia, but they knew the demand would be rejected when 
they made it and hoped that in the war which was sure to ensue 
rhr-y would be able to extend their dominions by trimming the 
Ottoman. That they counted en Italy's help is evident. The king 
of Italy is >oii-;r,-l;r.v i;- Kh:p; Xic-hr.ln;; of Montenegro, and Italy 
was already at war with Turkey over Tripoli when the Balkan plot 
was formed. 


But Italy has made peace with Turkey and the Balkan powers 


will have to contend with Turkey alone, and may be disciplined 
by the great powers for breaking the peace of Europe without 
adequate cause. Austria plainly shows a disposition to play the 
policeman and stop the row. 


I" P. tri?.! of *""'!itji?" 
%* •"tron^'fh the inrties are not so ttneQtially 


matched, although Turkey suffers from the disadvantage of hav- 
ing three frontiers U> defend. Bulgaria, Servia, Greece and Mon- 
tenegro have a combined population of 9,340,410 as against 6,130,- 
200 for European Turkey. But in Asia the Sultan has 17,683,500 
subjects from whom to draw fighting men. Egypt is nominally 
a Turkish province, but Egypt will probably remain neutral in 
this war because England really owns and governs the Khedive's 
dominions. 


On a peace footing the Turkish army largely outnumbers the 


combined strength of the coalition. She musters 375,000 in her 
standing army with a reserve of 350,000. Bulgaria has a peace 
strength of 52,500 and a reserve of 297,000; Servia's standing 
artny numbers 35,000 with a reserve of 140,000, while Greece 
has 25,000 under arms and 25,000 reservists. Montenegro can 
.muster only a. few thousand men — she cannot put a single com- 
pletely equipped army corps in the field- 


Thus the coalition can only put 112,500 trained men in the 


field, not counting the Montenegrin contingent, agam-st Turkey's 
350,000. But their reserves foot up 472,000, while Turkey's num- 
ber 350,000 on paper. On a war footing the combined strength 
of the coalition totals 584,000 men against Turkey's 725,000. 
Probably the regular troops of the Sultan are superior to their 
Christian foes in morale and organization, \vhile the advantage

Still Turkey has a large population animated by religious fan- 


aticism to draw on for recruits. Her treasury is bankrupt, but 
Turkey has repeatedly shown her ability to put up a desperate 
fight without money. Turkish soldiers will fight without pay or 
clothes, and almost without, food, in a war |o repel Christian in- 
vasion. No other troops will endure the privations that Moslem 
troops will endure ; none will fight so bravely half starved, ill-clad 
and ill-treated as the Turks will. do in a pinch. No other power 
can assemble a large and formidable army without money. Tur- 
key can assemble an army that will fight like a starved bulldog, 
and endure cold and hunger with the stoicism of a red Indian. 


This v:ar Trill be one of inexpressible hcrror if it is allowed to 


go on. Race 'hatred and fanaticism on both sides will make it 
mercilessly cruel. The history of the struggle will be a tale .of 
massacres and burnings in which neither age nor sex will be re- 
spected. It will be a' war of extermination.

J. T. Gwathney, In company with Dr. W. 
C. Wolsey, both of New York, has been 
at work on the principle that the. odor 
of the essence of orange In ten 
times 


stronger than that of ether, by 
actual 


test. By the use of an apparatus 
In- 


vented by Dr. Gwathney, 
the 
olfactory 


cavities of the patient 
are 
thoroughly 


filled with vaporized essence of orange, 
which in gradually mixed with ethf'.r un- 
til 
unconsciousness results. 
Practically 


during the entire time the predominating 
odor Is that of orange and not of ether. 
The patient displays none of those ten- 
dencies to struggle against the stupefying 
fumes which Imperil Ills own safety and 
prolong the labors of the anesthetist. 


lTnder the new process the amount of 


ether necessary to keep the patient in a 
state of unconsciousness diminishes 
as 


the operation progresses, while under the

In othi»r words, the 
amendment was drawn up by Sau 
Francisco to accomplish what that 


could not otherwise accomplish, 
vhat it would never have thought of 
accomplishing if it had not got the

fourth city in the United States. 
> TOO UKEAT A SACRIFICE. 


"The thing about this whole situa- 
tion that strikes me as being the most 
sensible is the view that community 
lines are ntitural lines; that political 
lines are artificial ones. Forced pes- 
sure is necessary continually to main- 
tain political lines unless they con- 
form to tho natural ones. No consti- 
tutional amendment can shorten the 
distance between here and San Fran- 
ciAo nor constrict the waters of the 
bay. 
Hence, the proposal is not to 
make a really bigger, unified com- 
•munity, but merely a community that
